BE INFLUENCED BY AVAILABILITY OE PERMANENT REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF CERTAIN IMPORTANT COUNTRIES. SECRETARIAT

IMPLICATIONS EOR JAPANESE INTERESTS IN OUR SOUTHERN AERICA 
INITIATIVE ON SEVERAL FRONTS. THEY HAVE APPEARED TO BE 
MOST INTERESTED IN GAUGING ANY TRENDS TOWARD EXPANSION OR

PANAMA" SERIES. THE KIT CONTAINS VARIOUS ARTICLES, 

EDITORIALS AND STATEMENTS DEALING WITH THE CENTRAL THEME, 
AND THE COVERING PAPER DEALS WITH THE FOLLOWING QUESTIONS: 
THE CANAL'S MILITARY VALUE AND ITS NEUTRALITY, US MILI- 
TARY BASES, WHETHER THE CANAL CAN BE DEFENDED AND 
AGAINST WHOM, HEMISPHERIC DEFENSE, AND COOPERATION AND 
CONSENT. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 2227) 

4. UNFICYP - 

USYG URQUHART TOLD AMB LEONARD THAT AS RESULT OF 
PEREZ DE CUELLAR'S DISCUSSIONS IN THE DEPARTMENT AND 
US CONGRESS QUESTIONING, UN IS CONSIDERING SERIOUSLY 
WHETHER IT SHOULD NOT TAKE THE OPPORTUNITY OF FINNISH 
WITHDRAWAL TO CUT BACK SIZE OF UNFICYP. HE SAID US

COL. VLADIMIR CHERNYSHEV BY TWO UNKNOWN PERSONS WHO 

"BRUTALLY BEAT" HIM AND THEN DISAPPEARED. THE NOTE CALLS 

ATTENTION TO THE "PROVOCATIVE NATURE OF THIS ACT WHICH, 
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JUDGING FROM ALL APPEARANCES, WAS PREMEDITATED." IT CON- 
CLUDES BY RESERVING THE RIGHT TO LODGE A CLAIM AGAINST 
USUN FOR THE "PHYSICAL AND MORAL HARM" CAUSED CHERNYSHEV. 
NEITHER POLICE NOR FBI HAD RECEIVED REPORT OF INCIDENT, 

AND AT USUN'S REQUEST POLICE MADE APPOINTMENT FOR INTER- 
VIEW BUT CHERNYSHEV FAILED TO KEEP IT AS OF JUNE 11. 
INFORMATION HAS BEEN RECEIVED THAT CHERNYSHEV WAS OB- 
SERVED WALKING IN VICINITY OF HIS RESIDENCE MORNING OF
